Favors Zone Setup. 

Speaking at the same confer- 
enee, which is sponsored by the 
university and the Metropolitan 
Plan Association, John E. Dube, 
chairman of the transit commit- 
tee of the St. Louis County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, gave apparent 
support to a city proposal for a 
system of zone fares. 

The city’s proposal was made in 
a motion for a rehearing of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion order authorizing a 20-cent 
cash bus and streetcar fare here, 
effective Sunday. Zone fares have 
been consistently opposed by 
county communities. 

Dube said only about 30,000 
of the estimated 450,000 county 
residents use mass transportation 
facilities. Mass transit for per- 
sons living in a zone between an 
are passing through the Clayton 
Courthouse and another approxi- 
mating Lindbergh boulevard must 
be provided express service to 
downtown points and north and 
south feeder lines, he said. 

“This (express service) will in- 
evitably mean costs commensu- 
rate with the distances traveled, 
or the adoption of equitable zone 
fares,” he declared.

Court officials asked her if her 
former sweetheart—fat, balding 
Matias Mateo Carreno, 52—had 
forced her to make a telephone 
call to Gonzalez Rebull, hand- 
some, 45-year-old publisher. She 
nodded yes, and, forming her! 
right hand into the shape of a 
pistol, pointed it at her head. 


Hospital Interview. 

Dr. Luis F. Solis Lafargue, | 
judge of instruction (preliminary) | 
court, interviewed the television 
performer in a private hospital. | 
He said he is drafting a formal 
charge of murder, and assault, 
with intent to murder, against Ma- 
teo Carreno, a Spaniard and a 
former operator of a savings 
bank here. 

One thing the Spanish girl de- 
clined to discuss—the motive for 
it all. She did not tell court 
officials that Mateo Carreno was 
her former sweetheart. Police 
told the court she lived with the 
Spaniard for some months and 
only recently took an apartment 
of her own. Police said she had 
tried to break oii relations with 
Mateo Carreno. 

When court officials asked her 
about the motive, she shook her 
head and, with a motion of the 
hands said, in effect, “I’m not 
talking about that.” 

Injuries Serious. 

Her condition is reported seri- 
ous. The bullet, after striking the 
jaw, entered her chest, injuring 
the right lung. 

Judge Solis Lafargue said he 
inspected the woman’s apartment 
and found all the furniture in or- 
der “which indicates there was no 
struggle or fight in the room.” 
The Spaniard had told police 
Gonzalez Rebull attacked him and 
that he had shot in self-defense. 

Police said they found in the 
apartment a letter from Mateo 
Carreno to the woman, but de- 
clined to make its text public. 
They did release one paragraph 
saying: 

‘Remember that the clothes 
you have I bought and that they 
cost me $30,000.” 

Closets were filled with beauti- 
ful dresses, evening gowns, and 
other luxurious attire.

US. AID SAYS it

RACKETS CZAR 


Armand Chankalian Tes- 
tifies Thomas Luchese 
Indicated Move to Get 
Police Record Altered 


Was Success. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (UP)— 
Armand Chankalian, administra- 
tive assistant to United States 
Attorney Myles J. Lane, testified 
today that he tried to use his in- 
fluence with Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey in behalf of a reputed 
rackets czar. 


Chankalian testified before the 
New York State Crime Commis- 
sion — the so-called “Little Ke- 
fauver Committee.” He told of 
going to Dewey in 1949 in behalf 
of Thomas (Three-Finger Brown) 
Luchese. 

Luchese has been described as 
the man who “had replaced Frank 
Costello as over-all co-ordinator 
of rackets in the New York area.’ 
Costello is now serving a federal 
prison sentence on a contempt 
conviction. 

Success Indicated. 

Chankalian, who admitted he 
had known and been friendly with 
Luchese for 20 years, said he went 
to Dewey to try to get erased 
from the record Luchese’s con- 
viction for possession of a stolen 
automobile. He indicated that 
Luchese felt he was successful. 

Chankalian agreed when com- 
mission chairman Joseph M. Pro- 
skauer interrupted his testimony 
to say that it appeared the Gov- 
ernor actually had no part in 
granting a certificate of “good 
conduct” which Luchese finally 
received. 

Testimony unfolded today also 
linking Luchese with the nar- 
cotics rackets and with Vito Mar- 
cantonio, former left-wing Rep- 
resentative trom New York. 

Marcantonio said he had known 
Luchese “all my life.” There was 
testimony that Luchese tele- 
phoned Marcantonio in Washing- 
ton. The former Congressman 
said he didn’t remember whether 
Luchese called him. 

“A lot of people called me dur- 
ing my years in Washington,” 
Marcantonio said. 

Luchese said his list of friends 
extended from the depths of the 
underworld to the very top of the 
city’s political life. 

Knows Costello. 

He said he had known Costello 
“since childhood,” and he ad- 
mitted reluctantly he had once 
been introduced to a convicted 
narcotics peddler, 

He said he had met Mayor Vin- 
cent R. Impelliterri in a restau- 
rant shortly after Impellitteri be- 
came president of the City Coun- 
cil. He also appeared to claim 
a close friendship for the late 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardia. 

Asked about his friendship with 
a New York attorney, Luchese 
replied: “The same La Guardia, 
when he was alive. I used to 
walk with him like I was his 
son.” 

In his visit to Dewey, Chankal- 
ian said he asked the Governor 
if the Governor felt Chankalian 
was doing the right thing in in- 
terceding (in 1949) for this friend 
whose son was about to graduate 
from West Point and “might be 
going to Korea.” (The Korean 
war Started in June 1950). 

‘Honorable Thing.’ 

He said Dewey tol dhim he was 
doing “an honorable thing.” The 
Governor told him to get in touch 
with his -secretary, Paul Lock- 
wood, who would put him in touch 
with the board of parole, Chan- 
kalian testified. 

Chankalian said he heard no 
more about it until he broke off 
his friendship with Luchese fol- 
lowing the 1950 mayoral cam- 
paign. Then, he said, Luchese 
told him he had received a “cer- 
tificate of good conduct” and felt 
that should clear him. 

Chankalian said he ended his 
friendship with Luchese in 1950 
after he read in the newspapers 
that he had a police record. 

Chankalian’s_ recollection of 
when he severed this acquaintance 
was challenged by chief counsel 
Ben A. Matthews. Chankalian de- 
nied a statement read by Mat-

NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
The death plunge of United Na- 
tions Counsel Abraham H. Feller 
has touched off controversy be- 
tween U.N. Secretary General 
Trygve Lie and the McCarran 
subcommittee, investigating the 
loyalty of American employes of 
the world organization. 


The 47-year-old Feller tore 
himself from his wife’s arms yes- 
terday and leaped to death from 
their twelfth floor apartment. 

Lie, who announced his resig- 
nation from his U.N. post Mon- 
day, said Feller killed himself 
because of the strain of defend- 
ing U.N. employes “against indis- 
criminate smears and exag- 
gerated charges.” 


A federal grand jury as well 
as Senator Pat McCarran’s 
(Dem.), Nevada, internal security 
subcommittee has been looking 
into charges of subversive affilia- 
tions aimed at some American 
members of the secretariat. 


Robert Morris, counsel for the 
Senate subcommittee, said Feller 
himself was not a target of the 
investigation and was not under 
subpena. In a statement in be- 
half of tnree members of the sub- 
committee — Senators Eastland 
(Dem.), Mississippi, Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, and Smith 
(Dem.), North Carolina—Morris 
termed Lie’s assertion “irrespon- 
sible.” 

Worked on Lie’s Statements. 

Feller was an §$18,000-a-year 
general counsel and principal di- 
rector of the U.N. legal depart- 
ment since 1946. He was credit- 
ed with writing some of the most 
important statements of Lie.

In 25 cases, the Revenue Bu- | 
reau agents recommended prose- 
cution for criminal tax fraud. 
The report did not specify who 
had been investigated, but a rev- 
enue tax fraud official said almost 
all were public officials. Hovw- 
ever he declined to say what kind 
of officials, 

The Justice Department spokes- 
man said McGranery told Snyder 
he was getting requests from dis- 
trict attorneys who wanted names 
of public officials suspected of 
receiving graft, because other than 
internal revenue laws might have 
been violated, 

Details Usually Withheld. 

Ordinarily the Revenue Bureau 
refuses to disclose details of in-

making tax returns private unless | 
disclosed by the President, A 
Revenue Bureau official said some 
public officials, aware of income 
tax return privacy, stated in their 
tax returns that part of their 
income was graft and paid the 
tax on it. 

The report said that of 414 
cases investigated, revenue agents 
recommended no change in tax | 
assessments in 148 cases. This | 
would indicate that the agent re- 
ported the person investigated 
had paid taxes on all his income, 
including any graft.

ON $970 BILL FOR TINY WATCH 


PARIS, Nov. 14 (UP)—A Paris 
jeweler began legal action yester- 
day against former King Farouk 
of Egypt to recover $970 the ex-

to Murray, head of the CIO for | 
12 years. 

The board adopted a resolution | | 
—read by vice president James | 


B. Carey—which said without | 


Murray’s leadership, patience and | 
tolerance, “The CIO could never | 
have survived these dozen years 
of stress and turbulence, of war 
and peace.” 

Appeal for Unity. 

One eulogy came from Jack 
Potofsky, president of the CIO 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
who in the past put Murray’s 
name before CIO conventions for 
president. 

Potofsky made an eloquent ap- 
peal for unity and added: 

“The great heritage, the noble, 
stupendous achievements of Phil- 
ip Murray which have descended 
to us must be preserved, strength- 
ened and passed on to the host 
of labor men and women who 
look to us for leadership. 

“Let us dedicate ourselves to 
the goal of a strong, united mili- 
tant CIO. Thus, Philip Murray 


will not have lived and died in 
vain.” 

Potofsky described Murray as a 
man “endowed with the gifts of 
God” and said: “He felt the pulse 
of the people, understood them 
and, as he rose to eminence, nev- 
er grew away from them.” 

The executive board session 
was the first in CIO history 
without the presence of Murray. 
It is composed of nine CIO vice 
presidents, Allan S. Haywood, 
executive vice president, and |:

That increase now is before the 
Salary Stabilization Board for ap- 
proval. 

The steel workers’ 36-man 
executive board has called a 
meeting here tomorrow to set 
up procedure to elect a successor 
to Murray. The steel workers are 
not scheduled for another con- 
tion until 1954.

LONDON, Nov. 14—The Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Co., deprived of its 
vast Abadan refinery by Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh, will build 
another large refinery in the Mid- 
dle East at Aden, on the south- 
ern tip of the Arabian peninsula, 
a detailed announcement dis- 
closed yesterday. 


The new refin will have a 
capacity of 5,000, tons a year 
compared with Abadan’s 25,000,- 
000. But nonetheless it will rank 
as one of three or four major 
plants in the crucial Middle East- 
ern oil area. 

British engineers have already 
reached the spot and construc- 
tion is scheduled to take two 
years. The refinery will be built 
about six miles west of the port 
of Aden, in the British Aden 
protectorate. 

Construction of the plants will 
cost between $112,000,000 and 
$140,000,000. The plant’s crude 
oil supply will come from south- 
ern Iraq and from Kuwait and 
Qatar on the Persian gulf.

tween Europe and the Orient.

PRINTERS’ ‘BOGUS’ TYPE PAY

There is nothing suave or 
silken about him, and no mean- 
ingless tea party of sweet talk. 
He can be oblique and tangential, 
and devious, when duty requires 
him to be. 

Privately, however, and in his 
thought-processes, he is direct and 
downright, with a habit of going 
straight to the heart of even the 
most complex and tortured issues. 


Blunt When Necessary. 


He is a master of the amenities 
and techniques of diplomacy, but 
he can also be blunt when cir- 
cumstances call for bluntness, and 
there have been occasions in the 
past when he has not suffered 
fools gladly—an attitude notori- 
ously liable to annoy the fools. 

Beam annoyed a certain num- 
ber of people in the middle and 
late 1930s by insisting that Adolf 
Hitler and Nazi Germany were 
phenomena that needed to be 
taken seriously. 

He was a young secretary of 
embassy in Berlin from 1934 to 
1940 and knew what he was talk- 
ing about. There were surprising 
numbers of individuals in those 
days, however, who preferred to 
think that Hitler and his preten- 
sions were alike ridiculous and, 
therefore, no cause for American 
concern; and these people re- 
sisted and resented Beam’'s warn- 
ings and set him down for a stiff- 
necked and obnoxious young man. 

They were all the more dis- 
posed to do so because Beam 
loves disputation almost as much 
as Samuel Johnson did. He can 
be as deadly an antagonist in 
debate as the Doctor was and, 
also like Johnson, he sometimes 
seems actually to prefer to be 
on the unpopular side of an argu- 
ment.

County Get-Together 


The most eloquent sentence in the excellent 
report of the County Planning Commission, 
“Let’s Get Together,” is this: 

“The place to solve county problems is in 
the county, not in the state or national capitols.”’ 

If you think that is a truism, consider the sad 
tale by Richard L. Neuberger, Oregon state sen- 
ator, which we reprint in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion today. 

Captivated by the idea that perhaps economy 
ought to begin at home, Mr. Neuberger tried to 
persuade the Oregon State Legislature to make 
a start by consolidating five counties. He was 
promptly buried under a carload of brickbats. 
The five Oregon counties did not want to be 
consolidated. Neither did any others. 


Mr. Neuberger found that it is much easier to 
advocate efficient organization for the Federal 
Government far away than to accomplish it in 
local government at home. 

This may become known as Neuberger’s Law, 
but meanwhile people in Missouri as in Oregon 
have to live with their local governments, and 
by another law of human conduct they must 
continue the struggle to improve those govern- 
ments. The County Planning Commission’s new 
report, presented at a meeting which. brought 
together citizens and officials of the county’s 
many municipalities, lays down the problem and 
a challenge for the metropolitan community now 
chaotically burgeoning beyond the city limits. 

The authors of this report were too wise to 
say flatly that what the county’s 94 incorporated 
areas need is to be shaken down into half a 
dozen or so strong and economically operated 
municipalities. They knew that when many vil- 
lages and towns have been incorporated precise- 
ly for the purpose of escaping consolidation with 
some other community, to cry “consolidate” is 
to close a great many ears. 

But ears and eyes cannot safely be closed to 
the facts of government in St. Louis county. 
“We are facing disintegration as a county com- 
munity unless we can work together,” says the 
Planning Commission. Therefore: ‘“Let’s Get To- 
gether!’”’ Amen. 

No less than 56 communities have been in- 
corporated in the last decade, and the majority 
of them do not have the resources to be going 
concerns. That is a fact which can be ignored 
only at the peril of their citizens and the county 
as a whole. The commission concludes that it 
takes a $5,000,000 tax base to support a munici- 
pality able to provide the services expected of 
it, and notes that 80 of the county-towns lack a 
tax base of that size. 

Two and a half years ago, in the Post-Dispatch 
series “Progress or Decay?” Richard G. Baum- 
hoff sketched out the county’s problem: “Grow- 
ing pains, and the pains are big... . a veritable 
crazyquilt of government . . all too little re- 
gard for orderly development . . Many ordi- 
nary facilities and services either totally missing 
or critically insufficient . . . a horse and buggy 
structure in the streamliner age.” 

That is the story, and now the Planning Com- 
mission has filled out the outlines with factual 
detail that poses a challenge. Sewage disposal, 
traffic regulation, public health, recreational fa- 
cilities, fire and police protection—successful 
performance of all these functions of local gov- 
ernment hinges upon reform and improvement 
of the local government structure. 

Consolidation may not be the answer in every 
field. Other tools are available—functional co- 
operation between municipalities and the county, 
joint planning and effort, reallocation of re- 
sponsibilities. But in the end the basic problem 
remains: How can the 400,000 people of St. Louis 
county best organize themselves to provide the 
most efficient and economical performance of 
all these functions of local government? 

The Planning Commission’s report raises the 
question and points the way to an answer. We 
hope it becomes a milestone on the road of 
progress for St. Louis county. 
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Ambassadors From Bali 


The Dancers of Bali who are appearing at Kiel 
Auditorium this weekend are artists in the 
best and most inclusive sense of the word. 
They not only create beautiful designs for 
the eye but they tell you something about 
the pattern of their island life—its history, its 
religion and its human relations. It is quite 
appropriate, therefore, that the Cultural De- 
partment of the newly created Republic of 
Indonesia should be underwriting their Ameri- 
can tour. Certainly they are as typical of Indo- 
nesian life as a group of scholars, politicians or 
bankers would be. And undoubtedly they are 
more beautiful. 

The cordial reception extended to the Balinese 
artists in New York and elsewhere has already 
proved the value of their mission. They are 
creating good will for their nation, and it is 
to be hoped that their visit will be reciprocated 
by some organization as truly American and as 
representative of our best qualities as they are 
of theirs. 
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Whipping Boy 

The contradiction between the high esteem 
with which Americans regard their form of 
government and the generally low opinion 
they have of the employes who administer 
government can only baffle the people of 
other countries. We cannot gain respect for 
the democratic form of government if we 
recklessly assert that our public employes are 
all second-rate. 


In these words the Civil Service Assembly 
expresses its perplexity at a fairly widespread 
American attitude. The people of the United 
States would be helpless to run their Govern- 
ment unless some of them were willing to work 
for it. Working for it oftentimes is more exact- 
ing in effort and less rewarding in pay than 
comparable employment in private industry. 
“There is little desire upon the part of the 


best talent in the country” to enter Government 


employment as a career, the Hoover Commission 
on Organization of the Executive Branch of the 
Government found. 

Would it not be expected, therefore, that 
citizens would be grateful to their fellow-citizens 
who are willing to work for their Government? 


Should they not be quick to recognize and ap- 


plaud exceptional accomplishment so that more 
and more people of higher capabilities would be 
encouraged to enter the Government’s service? 


It is a strange anomaly indeed that leads many 
citizens, in the Assembly's words, to berate Gov- 
“gravy- 


ernment employes as “bureaucrats,” 
trainers” and “bribe-takers.” 

Some of this abuse may come from the desire 
to vent upon some convenient scapegoat their 
wrath at the irritation of being governed. But 
ali of it makes still more difficult the problem 
of the citizen who does not work for the Gov- 
ernment, the problem of finding a citizen who is 
willing to carry out the work of his Government 
for him. The suggestion has recently been made 
that competent individuals in private life should 
serve brief apprenticeships in Government serv- 
ice so that they—and the Government employes 
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—might benefit by a better mutual understand- 
ing. It seems a sound plan. Someone once said 
that the most pernicious form of ignorance 
was a lack of respect for the other fellow’s 
skills. The citizen apprentice might return to 
private employment with a true respect for the 
skills of those who were doing a job for him 
which he did not want to be compelled to do 
for himself—and with perhaps some gratitude 
to them for being willing to do it. 
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Investigating Campaign Expenses 

In his column on the adjoining page, Thomas 
L. Stokes does more than repeat the story of the 
high cost of campaigning. He makes a practical 
suggestion for at least a start on getting some- 
thing done about it. 

Estimates of the cost of the recent presiden- 
tial contest run as high as $100,000,000. But 
bound as they are by the Hatch Act, the Re- 
publican and Democratic committees will report 
spending no more than $3,000,000 each. 

So Mr. Stokes suggests an investigation by the 
Privileges and Elections subcommittee of the 
Senate Rules Committee to find out what the 
real outlay on behalf of each candidate was, 
where the money came from, and where it went. 

Nothing in the nature of a witch hunt or fish- 
ing expedition would be implied by such an in- 
vestigation. It probably is a safe assumption 
that the two national committees kept their 
spending within the legal $3,000,000 limit. And 
it is an even safer assumption that this limit is 
unréalistic, that it does not come close to cover- 
ing the expenses of nationwide electioneering. 
So an effort to find out what the reasonable 
expenses actually are ought to be a first step 
toward their control. 

Precedent is available. Similar investigations. 
were conducted after the 1936 and the 1940 elec- 
tions. Incomplete as their findings may have 
been, they indicated expenses far in excess of 
the present limit. So, on that point, it certainly 
is time for a change. 

It is to be hoped that those members of Con- 
gress who have shown awareness of the prob- 
Jem—notably Senator Paul Douglas of Ilinois~ 
will call for action next January. And they might 
well consider the suggestion made by Mr. Stokes 
as a starter. 
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Tragedy at U.N. 

The suicide of Abraham H. Feller, American 
chief of the legal division at the U.N., is ex- 
plained by his widow in terms of overwork and 
fatigue. She says that he was depressed by the 
fact that he had more than he could do in look- 
ing after the proper interests of U.N. employes 
who were under inquiry in the current security 
investigation. 

Already another interpretation is taking form 
in connection with the controversy between the 
McCarran investigating subcommittee and Unit- 
ed Nations officials. Originally Senator McCar- 
ran was quoted as saying that Mr. Feller was 
under subpena. The committee’s counsel, Robert 
Morris, denies this. He says he and Mr. Feller 
had consulted four or five times about the 
investigation. 

Until more facts are known, the opinion of 
Trygve Lie, retiring Secretary-General of the 
U.N., commends itself to those who inevitably 
wender about this tragedy. Said Mr. Lie: 


He has worked tirelessly day and night 
under my direction to uphold due process 
of law and justice in the investigations 
against indiscriminate smears and exagger- 
ated charges. This placed him under long 
and serious strain. The terrible tragedy of 
his death is the result. 
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Go Slow Sign 

The toll road idea in Missouri has been pushed 
with considerable impetuosity, and now witnes- 
ses before the special legislative committee are 
suggesting further speed. They propose that the 
Legislature establish a toll road authority—then 
let the authority decide whether turnpikes are 
feasible. 

What would happen under such procedure? 
Would an authority set up to construct toll 
roads be likely to find in a study that such roads 
were not practicable? If it did, it would put it- 
self out of business. 

Those who are in such a hurry to authorize 
toll roads seem to be putting the authority be- 
fore the justification for it. The State ought to 
have a lot of factual proof that its present free 
highway program is inadequate, that it needs 
competing toll roads and that it has the traffic 
to support this expensive venture, before legis- 
lative action is taken. Why the mad rush?

Between the VA and the A.M.A. 


In attacking the Veterans’ Administration hos- 
pital program, Dr. R. J. Wilkinson also delivered 
a surprising statement about the American Med- 
ical Association. His accusations are challenging 
because he is head of the world’s second largest 
organization of doctors, the Southern Medical 
Association. 

Dr. Wilkinson accused the VA of wasting tax 
money to care for veterans whose ailments had 
nothing to do with their military service. He 
implied that veterans were encouraged to be 
dishonest by swearing they could not pay for 
treatment when actually they could. 

As for the A.M.A., Dr. Wilkinson said it had 
taken a hands-off attitude toward the VA pro- 
gram. He said A.M.A. leaders had told him they 
“must adopt a policy of status quo’ because of 
the American Legion’s help in defeating “social- 
ized medicine.” And the Legion backs the VA 
program. 

Both the VA and the A.M.A. have denied 
these charges. So between Dr. Wilkinson and his 
targets there is wide room for inquiry. If the 
VA is wasting public money, certainly the public 
should know about it. And is it possible that the 
great American Medical Association got itself 
involved in a political deal and so turned its 
back on a sample of socialized medicine? The 
public would be interested in knowing that, too. 
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Okefenokee Item 

Strongly Democratie Clinch county, which is 
in south Georgia near the Okefenokee Swamp, 
gave Republican nominee Dwight D. Eisenhower 
a thumping moral victory in the recent election 
by casting 350 votes for him while giving Gov.

I was sitting in the Oregon State Senate 
as the reading clerk droned off a series 
of bills raising the salaries of elective of- 
ficials in practically all the 36 counties of 
Oregon, 

I thumbed through a volume of Oregon 
history. One significant fact struck me 
forcefully. Eighteen of the counties had 
been formed before Oregon was admitted 
to the Union in 1839. 

They precede state- 
hood. Nearly all the 
other counties dated 
from prior to the 
start of the twen- 
tieth century. 

What did _ this 
mean? It meant, in 
a nutshell, that these 
36 separate  court- 
houses, all support- 
ed with taxpayers’ 
hard-earned funds, 
had originated in an 
era when there was 
not one internal- Richard L. Neuberger 
combust ion engine 
in Oregon. The automobile was unheard 
of. When most of the counties were formed, 
the golden spike had yet to be driven on 
the railroads across the continent. The 
Wright brothers had not been born. The 
sole transportation in Oregon was on 
horseback or wagon or on sturdy legs and 
moccasins. 

Unquestionably, many courthouses were 
necessary when it required two rugged 
days in the saddle to get from Pendleton 
to La Grande. Were they still required 
when the Union Pacific streamliner made 
this distance in the time of two hours and 
10 minutes? 

County government is that realm which 
Brand Whitlock, noted novelist and Wood- 
row Wilson’s wartime minister to Bel- 
gium, once called “the dark continent of 
government in the United States.” And 
the Kiplinger. News Agency in Washing- 
ton, D.C., has added: 

“Those old-fashioned county govern- 
ments, with their courthouse squares and 
their county-seat business, are pretty far 
behind the times. Their systems are cum- 
bersome, archaic and very expensive. The 
county areas are too small to be econom- 
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ical. In the interest of efficiency, they 
ought to consolidate and save their tax- 
payers’ money.” 

With these ideas in mind, I introduced 
Senate Bill No. 257. It provided for con- 
solidation of four comparatively small 
counties in eastern Oregon with Umatilla 
county, the county seat to remain at Pen- 
dleton, 

The new consolidated county would 
have been the third largest county in 
area. In population it would have ranked 
seventh. This appeared to make it fairly 
average and typical, in my opinion. 

Best of all, four separate county govern- 
mental units would have been abolished at 
one fell stroke, with their myriad of 
clerks, sheriffs, deputies, jailers, auditors, 
commissioners and other plenipotentiaries. 

All at once I learned that economy was 
easier to urge upon folks in Washington, 
D.C., than to put into actual hard practice 
in Oregon. 

A terrific protest ensued. It came not 
only from courthouses in the four counties 
involved but from many other counties. 
These counties seemed to fear they might 
be next, if consolidation took place in the 
eastern Oregon area. 

As a result, the Senate did not even 
take my bill seriously. It was regarded as 
something of a joke. Amidst many laughs, 
it was amended to combine Multnomah 
and Columbia counties with the court- 
house at Scappoose. Then Bill 257 was 
buried in committee. 

The Oregon legislature had memorial- 
ized Congress to put into effect the 
Hoover report, consolidating superfluous 
and overlapping federal agencies. This 
laudable goal could be urged upon the 
bureaucrats in the District of Columbia 
but the unification of superfluous and 
overlapping Oregon counties seemed to 
be a different question. 

It always is simpler to tell the other 
fellow to swallow a bitter pill than to take 
it yourself! 

I can understand and sympathize with 
the feeings of people in Gilliam and Mor- 
row counties, for example, who might not 
want to see their own particular county 
merged into a larger Umatilla county. Yet 
how are we going to reduce the cost of 
government unless someone, somehow, 
somewhere, is willing to make sacrifices? 


The Plight of Sauerbraten, Alas

I am saddened, now that I finally have 
paid Milwaukee a call for the first time, 
that I cannot report better news. I had 
long felt that this would be the turning 
point in a personal research project that 
has taken me inte every section of the 
country. But Milwaukee has let me down, 
and I am impelled to state that German 
cookery in the United States is in a state 
of almost total bankruptcy. 


I fear, candidly, that by the time my 
sons are old enough to tell a Koenigsber- 
ger Klgps from a Kassler Rippchen the 
culinary triumphs of my mother’s day will 
be reduced to nostalgic footnotes in the 
more ambitious cookbooks. 


There is something about an old-school 
German dinner—the kind Kempinski’s 
served in pre-Hitler Berlin, for instance— 
that makes it peerless for substance and 
full-bodied flavor. There are Germano- 
phobes, I know, who think that gespickter 
Hasenbraten and Wiener Schnitzel deco- 
rated with an egg and anchovies demand 
too much from the human storage capacity 
and suggest an overindulgence that is apt 
to dull the mind, sometimes permanently. 


I reject that notion, but it is becoming 
almost impossible to demonstrate the point 
by actual performance. Take Sauerbraten, 
if you will. Served with the correct, just 
slightly sour gravy and firm—but not iron- 


weight—Kartoffelkloesse, there just isn't 
much a mere cook commands that can 
equal it. 

I have checked up on Sauerbraten from 
coast to coast, and my notes make doleful 
reading. You can get it cooked tolerably 
well at Luchow’s in New York, even under 
the new and somewhat more economy- 
minded management there. But otherwise 
the country is a positive dust bow] Sauer- 
bratenwise. We tried it in three places in 
Milwaukee. all of them recommended by 
the Automobile Club and the slick maga- 
zines that run those luscious color pictures 
of morsels being heaped on plates for the 
benefit of photographers who happen to 
be passing with four or five extension 
lights and a couple of heavily breathing 
assistants. 

The trappings were there. The paneling 
in the dining rooms. The costumes of the 
pleasant waitresses. The crockery with the 
Gothic lettering. The familiar names on 
the menus. But the Sauerbraten? 1 didn't 
think Milwaukee would do it to me. 

What’s the answer? A Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation loan for a National 
German Cooking Academy? A Point Four 
grant for Sauerbraten? A special immigra- 
tion quota for a contingent of Bavarian 
chefs? Somebody had better do something, 
because if Milwaukee can’t deliver the 
goods I admit I’m licked. 
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New “Revelation” of Whitman 


WALT WHITMAN: THINKER AND ARTIST, by Arthuy,

of course—for the truth. He disarmingly 
justifies his possibly having read some- 
thing of his own thought into Whitman by 
asserting that Whitman “did not too clear- 
ly think himself,” and then launches inte 
his revelatory marathon. Since he is leed- 
er of the Los Angeles Ethical Culture Soa- 
ciety, he is apparently on solid ground in 
calling Whitman an “ethical humanist.” 


Dr. Briggs admits that “something ‘in 
Whitman” gave rise to the cults abounding 
around him and forming part of the Whit- 
man Fellowship: the Uranians, Cosmothe» 
ticians, Evolutionists, Socialists, and Hu 
manists. These cultists, he argues, “were.re 
sponsible for recognition of Whitman when 
the orthodox would have obliterated him.” 
They were also responsible for a freshet of 
critical analysis that belongs on the shelf 
of scholarly esoterica and recalls that 
Shakespearean character who would “red 
the general air with horrid speech.” _. 

Dr. Briggs himself speckles his bulky 
text with the jargon of schools. 


His own conviction, which he holds 
strongly, is that Whitman was a “concrete 
humanitarian,” a “personalist,” one who 
saw the reality of God in man. This ¢con- 
viction carries with it Dr. Briggs’ serene 
assurance that he is the only person ever 
to read Whitman thoroughly, and that the 
labors of many an expert in American lit- 
erature, though “good enough in their 
way,” are short of the kind of light that 
Dr. Briggs alone can shed. I can’t help 
feeling that if the “Good Gray Poet” were 
at hand, he would rumble a reminder that 
“who touches this touches a man” and call 
for readers of his poems and other werk 
rather than pinpointers of his derivations. 
Dr. Briggs deserves a hearing, to be sure; 
but no one literary adventurer (see the 
Spiller-Thorp-Johnson-Canby “Literary 
History of the United States”) is going to 
find and fix the immutable essence of Walt 
Whitman.

REDS QUIT TALKS 
ON KILLING ALONG 
TRUGE SITE ROAD 


Charge U.N. Failed to 
Produce Evidence U.S. 
Medical Aid Was Shot 


by Communists. 


PANMUNJOM, Korea, Nov. 14 
(UP) — The Communists today 
broke off an investigation into 
the killing of an unarmed Ameri- 
can Navy medica] aid in the neu- 
tral area near Panmunjom, charg- 
ing United Nations officers failed 
to produce sufficient evidence. 

U.N. officers at the Munsan 
base camp called for the investi- 
gation because the man was killed 
by a rifle bullet of a type used 
by Communist forces. 

The medic was standing inside 
his tent about 1500 yards south of 
the neutral perimeter around 
Panmunjom when the bullet 
pierced the tent and wounded him 
fatally. The incident took place 
Wednesday. 


The man, whose name was not 


disclosed, was the father of one 


child and his wife is expecting | 


twins. Friends say he arrived in 
Korea only recently. 

Communist officers traveled 
south of Panmunjom for the first 
time to take part in the investi- 
gation. The U.N. accused the Reds 
of a “wanton violation” of a year- 
old security agreement respecting 
the neutral zone. 


The tent in which the man was | 


killed. was inside a neutral 100- 
yard corridor which lines the road 
from Munsan to Panmunjom over 
which the Allied truce convoy 
moved daily during armistice 
meetings. 


The meeting lasted two hours 
and 30 minutes. Marine guards 
armed with M-1 rifles stood at 
posts circling the investigation 
area. 

Col. Charles W. McCarthy, 
senior U.N. liaison officer, pre- 
sented Col. Chang Chung San 
with the bullet that killed the 
corpsman and showed him the 
hole puncture in the tent wall. 

The Communists interviewed 
three witnesses presented by the 
U.N. Chang agreed the tent where 
the man died was within the neu- 
tral zone. 

Witnesses told how the victim 
said, “I think I’m hit,” and then 
fell over. He died in 20 minutes. 

The investigatten ended after 
McCarthy objected to Chang’s 
move to walk outside the immedi- 
ate area to look at the position 
from which the bullet came and 
after Chang demanded to see the 
body, which had been buried. 

“Your side failed to produce 
the material evidence our side 
requested and your side failed to 
allow our side to conduct the in- 
vestigation the way we wanted,” 
Chang said. “Therefore, we de- 
sire to terminate the investiga- 
tion of the alleged incident.” 

The Reds also made two pro- 
tests at today’s meeting. One 
charged that Allied war planes 
flew over the conference site yes- 
terday, while the other protested 
against the death of a Chinese 
Communist prisoner found 
hanged Tuesday in a Cheju island 
prisoner-of-war camp. 


BIG STORES’ SALES 
IN DOLLARS REMAIN 
STEADY FOR WEEK 


St. Louis area department store 
sales last week held even with 
those for the corresponding 
wéek last year in dollar volume, 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis reported today, despite an 
8 per cent sales lag nationally. 

The Federal Reserve Board in 
Washington noted sales decreases 
in all Federal Reserve districts 
except St. Louis, where they re- 
mained even, and Kansas City, 
where there was a 2 per cent 
rise. 

For the four weeks ended Sat- 
urday, the bank reported in- 
creases of 1 per cent in the St. 
Louis area and 2 per cent in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District. 
Sales for the year thus far were 
reported up 1 per cent in this 
area and 3 per cent in the dis- 
trict, compared to the similar 
period of 1951. 

The bank reported that sales 
for the month of October were 
above those for October 1951 by 
8 per cent in the St. Louis area 


and 11 per cent in the district as | 


a whole.

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The New Films

Argentine Western 
6 W AY OF A GAUCHO,” at the AMBASSADOR THEA- 
tale of a hot-blooded gaucho who refuses to bow to 
either law or military discipline and becomes chieftain of an 
outlaw band. | 
But it is a first-rate Western. Director 
Jacques Tourneur has given it a pictorial 
richness, a vivid composition, and a large- 
ness of sweep which make it colorful and 
absorbing. There is some strength in the 
study of a fiery spirit who refuses to be 
tamed, and the dogged pursuit of him by 
his nemesis, an Army major, reminiscent of “Les Miserables.” 
Not that there is anything profound in this. There isn’t. And 
it is weakened by the usual bowing to the censorship code in 
the end, with the gaucho giving up to serve his time while 
his wife waits for him. 

Rory Calhoun as the outlaw and Richard Boone as the 
major are both impressive, Gene Tierney makes an adequate 
heroine, and the vast reaches of pampas, desert and mountains 
of the Argentine, where it was filmed, are as awesome as 


any in our West. So it adds up to a spirited romantic drama 
more rewarding than the usual thing. 


Color Camera in Africa 


“WAKAMBA,” the second movie made by Edgar M. 
Queeny of St. Louis from footage taken on his African trip in 
1950, is having its premiere at the FOX. These scenes, shot in 
Kenya in the region of Mount Kilimanjaro, contain some beau- 

tiful Technicolor shots of wild animals and 
fowl, including many vivid and exciting ones. 
Several gruesome ones show lions dispatching 
carcasses and wild dogs dragging down a 
gazelle. There are closeups of a maddened 
rhino, herds of elephants, water buffalo and 
giraffes, underwater shots of hippopotamuses 
in a clear pool, glimpses of leopards and 
cheetahs on the prowl, thousands of flamingos in spectacular 
flight. Sound recordings made by Jack Clink of St. Louis, of 
the jabberings of natives and the cries of the animals, give 
added interest. 

These scenes are pieced together by a story about two 
hunters of the Bantu tribe who stalk a huge bull elephant for 
many days into a strange country, so that one of them might 
obtain a tusk as the price of his bride. Unfortunately the 
accompanying narrative deserts the scientific approach and is 
overly melodramatic, ranging in its voice-of-doom style from 
ominous whispers to thunderous crescendoes. Reminded us of 
the narrator of the Lone Ranger radio program. It would have 
made a better documentary to have the acting come from the 
hunters, who mostly just look self-conscious, and not from the 
narrator. The portentous style of the narration makes the 
actual killing of the elephant somewhat of an anticlimax. And 
the angle that these hunters, by their kill, spoiled a peaceful 
wild life Eden where man had never trod before and made the 
animals full of hate and bloodlust belongs in the realm of 
gaudier pseudo-science fiction. 


There is also an interesting short on salmon fishing, 
“Silver Lightning,” made by Queeny along an Eastern Cana- 
dian stream. 

The theater’s other feature, “CALIFORNIA CONQUEST,” 
tells how Cornel Wilde as a dashing Spanish hidalgo in the 
last century nipped a Russian plot to take over California, and 
saved it for Fremont and the United States. It’s one of the 
most banal A-Westerns of the year. Cornel] is at home with 
sword-play and riding, but one feels sorry for an intelligent 
actress like Teresa Wright reciting one moth-eaten cliche 
after another and trying to make like a glamour girl in a 
haystack, a la Jane Russell. 


Randy Triumphs Again 


If we are to believe Hollywood, the West during the 
Civil War must have been swarming with bands of Confederate 
troopers on secret missions. In “HANGMAN’S KNOT” at 
LOEW’S STATE, Randy Scott gets in on the act, and the 
bodies fall thick and fast. Randy is a Con- 
federate major who leads an ambush- 
massacre of a dozen Union cavalrymen in 
Nevada to get the $250,000 gold shipment 
they're escorting, and then is embarrassed 
7 to learn the war has been over for a month. 

The Confederates then hole up in a stage- 
4 coach way station and are besieged by a 
band of desperadoes intent on getting the gold. 

The action practically dawdles then for a while to give 
Randy a chance to get acquainted with Donna Reed, a stage- 
coach passenger caught inthe siege. Only one fist fight, 
one man shot to death, one hostage rescued from hanging 
-by Randy. But they make up for this shameful lapse with 
a grand finale slaughter from which Randolph is saved from 
being kicked to death ‘by a horse by a well-directed bolt of 
lightning, and steps over the bodies to gather Donna in his 
arms. 

If you're not too squeamish, you'll find it fairly enter- 
taining as it is better written, directed and acted than most 
formula Westerns. 


A New Low 


There have been some pretty mediocre films about the 
Korean War,. but the booby prize is hereby awarded to 
“BATTLE ZONE,” at the ST. LOUIS. It has Stephen McNally 
and John Hodiak, as two Marine combat cameramen, carrying 

a luke-warm feud through Korea and con- 
tinually running into Linda Christian, the 
cause of their enmity, who is around with 
a medical unit. The contrast of actual 
combat film shots, interpolated into the 
action, with tepid and ridiculous antics of 
the principals and clumsily staged battle 
scenes has never been more marked. 
Typical is a mass parachute jump which merely reaches the 
head of a ground column, and Hodiak shrugging off a bullet 
wound in the arm for a couple of days until he can get 
Linda to dress it.

some of us consider honey-in-the- 
comb a real treat. Others prefer 
the more widely distributed 
strained honey that is so good 
with griddle cakes and waffles 
and, of course, with hot biscuits— 
although with these, the comb 
honey seems to be particularly 
delicious. The successful] biscuit, 
by the way, depends first of all 
upon the shortening used in the 
mixing. Almost as important as 
this, however, is the way the 
dough is handled. 

From the same _ ingredients, 
there may be quite different re- 
sults. The dough should be soft 
but not too soft. Kneading for 
just a few seconds on a floured 
board will make it easy to roll 
and to cut. More liquid may be 
added if you like your biscuits 
dropped rather than rolled and 
cut. The dough must, of course, 
be rolled in a sheet if it is to be

spread with honey and nuts for a 
honey roll, or for small sliced 
cinnamon buns. 

Tender Biscuits. 

Two cups sifted flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt, four tablespoons short- 
ening, two-thirds to three-fourths 
cup milk. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Cut or rub in short- 
ening. Add milk to make soft 
dough. Turn out on floured board 
and knead gently 30 seconds. Roll 
out to one-half-inch thickness. 
Cut with floured biscuit cutter. 


Bake on ungreased baking sheet 
in hot (450 degrees) 10 to 12 min- 
utes. Yield: About one dozen 
biscuits. 

Honey Buns. 

Prepare biscuit dough accord- 
ing to above recipe. Roll in ob- 
long and spread with honey. 
Sprinkle with chopped nuts and 
with cinnamon if desired. Roll 
lengthwise and slice with wet 
sharp knife. Arrange slices close 
together in well-greased pie pan, 
and bake in hot oven (450 deg. F.) 
about 15 minutes. Turn out of 
pan at once.

DO not know if anyone reacted 
| the way I did to the statement 

given out by two United States 
Senators in the form of an ulti- 
matum to the United Nations. 
There is an agreement between 
the United Nations and the United 
States and it would seem to me 
quite impossible for two lone 
Senators, even though one is Sen- 
ator Pat McCarran, to make the 
announcement that unless the U. 
N. Secretariat rids itself of Com- 
munist spies the United States 
should get rid of the U.N. 

I think these two men, impor- 
tant as they are, did not stop to 
think of the effect of their state- 
ment on the foreign press of the 
world. 
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A UNITED STATES AGREE- 
NT is not so lightly thrown 
It is true that Russia, be- 
ing a member of the U.N., has 
a right to a certain percentage 
of employes in the Secretariat 
just as we have, but I cannot see 
why we should object to that. 
Every member of the U.N. is 
furnished the same information 
and everything that happens in 
the U.N. is open to every mem- 
ber, so there is no chance of 
spying while you are within the 


If there are Communists of 
other nationalities than the Rus- 
sians and their satellites who have 
been employed when their poli- 
tics were not known, I am quite 
sure if they tried to become active 
in any subversive way it would 
soon become known to our FBI. 
Employes of the U.N. are easy to 
know and easy to follow. If they 
were the only spies we have to 
fear in this country I am sure the 
FBI would be most grateful be- 
cause they would be so easily dis- 
covered and watched. 

Apparently, if you want to 
make yourself popular and fright- 
en the American people unneces- 
sarily, the way to do it is to make 
a fuss about something that really 
does not matter at all. But that 
seems to me rather foolish. There 
are enough real things to be 
frightened about and to be on the 
alert to discover, so we really do 
not have to cry wolf when there is 
no wolf about, 
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AT THE MEETING of Commit- 
tee 3 Tuesday afternoon three 
speeches on the rights of people 
to self-determination were made. 
Everyone I saw seemed pleased to 
have me back again, which is al- 
ways flattering. 

I saw Secretary General Trygve 
Lie for a minute in the corridor 
and told him how distressed I 
am over the submission of his 
resignation. But he seems to 
hope that someone will be found 
with whom tke Russians would 
work more co-operatively. The 
many small irritations that come 
to a man in an executive position 
of an orgnaization in which 60 na- 
tions are members must be great. 
I fear the United States has not 
been entirely blameless in this, 
but many problems might be ob- 
viated if everyone had a little 
more good sense and good will.

RY a tall cafe curtain as a 
T problem solver for the window

Birthplace of Nation's Flying Dreams 


$100,000,000 Lewis Laboratory in Ohio Is Working on Aviation Pattern for World of Tomorrow 


TWIN JET EXHAUSTS ARE INCLINED TOWARD GROUND TO SIMULATE 
TAKE-OFF CONDITIONS AT FLIGHT LABORATORY,

CLEVELAND, Nov. 14. 
FTER midnight, as the lights 
Ac the nearby metropolis dim 
out, a weird world hums into 
frantic activity on the fringe of 
the Cleveland Hopkins Airport. 

Ferocious man - made winds 
shriek through giant steel cylin- 
ders. But for mammoth silencing 
devices, the roar would rattle the 
skyscrapers of Public Square, 15 
miles away. 

Varicolored lights twinkle in 
control rooms where tense groups 
of men press scores of push- 
buttons as automatic cameras snap 
thousands of pictures per second 
to record the results. Electronic 
currents whirr through mechan- 
ical brains as they swiftly assimi- 
late masses of methematical data 
that would take a battery of 
clerks several years to merely as- 
semble. 


Odd shaped devices shriek and 
groan as they are subjected to 
tremendous pressure and strains. 
Engines roar at fabulous speeds, 
with electric eyes tabulating the 
quiver and performance of every 
nut and bolt. 

This is the birthplace of flying 
dreams — the $100,000,000 Lewis 
Flight Propulsion Laboratory of 
the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, where anony- 
mous teams of engineers and 
technicians have helped produce 
every major American aircraft de- 
velopment of the past decade. 
From this workshop, the experts 
ag e, will probably emerge the 
pattern of military and civilian 
aviation of the world of tomorrow. 

Although little known to the 
general public, the National Ad- 
visory Committee on Aeronautics 
— NACA to its staff—iis the 
world’s largest aviation research 
organization. It was established 
by Congress in 1915 to “study 
the problem of flight with a view 
to their practical solution.” 

From the start, the committee 
membership consisted chiefly of 
technical experts with no desire 
for publicity or popular acclaim. 
Present chairman of the group, 
which serves without compensa* 
tion, is Dr. Jerome C. Hunsaker. a 
professor at the Massachusetts In- 


‘with the division 


stitute of Technology. 

Besides the Cleveland estab- 
lishment, NACA’s chief research 
centers are the Langley Labora- 
tory at Langley Field, Va., in- 
cluding a flight station for pilot- 
less aircraft, and the Ames Lab- 
oratory at Moffett Field, near 
San Francisco. 

Edward R. Sharp, courtly, jo- 
vial director of the Lewis Lab- 
oratory, had a hand in the devel- 
opment of all three facilities. He’s 
been with NACA for 30 years— 
which. is the average age of the 
650 engineers and_ technicians 
carrying on more than 500 simul- 
taneous research projects, many 
of them “top secret,” under his 
guidance. There are more than 


2000 mechanics, maintenance men 
and service employes backing up 
the research teams, 

A former naval officer and a 
lawyer by profession, Sharp was 
administrative officer of the 
Langley Laboratory when he was 
sent to the West Coast to super- 
vise construction of the Moffett 
Field installation. He took charge 
of the initial planning of the 
Cleveland center, and has man- 
aged the 200-acre island of re- 
search since its first tests were 
run in the war year of 1942. 

* - * 

ROM the testing blocks and 
F sina tunnels of the Lewis 

Laboratory — named for the 
late Dr. George W. Lewis, pio- 
neer NACA research director— 
came many of the engine im- 
provements and_ refinements 
which aided the American Air 
Force to victory in Europe and 
Asia. 

Working In close conjunction 
with the Army, Navy and aircraft 
industry, the Cleveland engineers 
tested and perfected the engines 
and fuel systems of every new 
type of military aircraft. 

A turning point in the lab- 
oratory’s research program came 
on Nov. 9, 1944, when Gen. Hen- 
ry H. (Hap) Arnold, wartime Air 
Force chief of staff, conferred 

chiefs behind 
closely guarded doors. He told 
them new German jet interceptors 
were taking a mounting toll of 
Allied bombers, and the Nazi buzz 
bombs—deadly guided missiles — 
had opened a new sphere of war- 
fare.

Months before the historic 
flight at Edwards Air Force Base 
in California’s Mojave Desert, the 
record breaking engine roared 
through its paces under simulated 
flight conditions in the Lewis 
Laboratory. 

“The purpose of all these ex- 
pensive wind tunnels and other 
devices,” explained engineer Wil- 
son Hunter, “is to trick the engine 
into thinking that it’s flying at 
various uwpeeds and under differ- 
ent atmospheric conditions. That 
gives us a chance to test the en- 
gine and all its component parts 
under almost every conceivable 
flight situation. We can learn 
how the fuel performs, what hap- 
pens when the pilot uses the 
throttle.” 

It's expensive experimentation, 
he agreed, but much cheaper than 
having to depend on trial and 
error in actual flight. 

Major tests are conducted in 
the wee hours of the morning, 
while the neighboring city sleeps, 
because the giant machines con- 
sume such enormous quantities of 
power, and need huge amounts of 
water for their cooling systems. 
If the tests were run in the day- 
time, or during the hours of peak 
metropolitan power and water 
use, lights would flicker and 
faucets would burp throughou 
Cleveland. 

It takes 87,000 shaft horsepower 
to operate the supersonic wind 
tunnel which requires two million 
cubic feet of air a minute to 
Simulate speeds up to 1500 miles 
per hour at high altitudes. As 
much as a ton of water a minute 
Is extracted from this air. 

Artificial ice clouds -are created 
in another tunnel, which is de- 
voted to development of aircraft 
that can operate in frigid zones. 
Potential use of atomic energy 


to propel planes and missiles is |

A future war might be won or 
lost by the success or failure of 
another Lewis Laboratory divi- 
sion, This group of researchers 
are charged with finding satis- 
factory substitutes for scarce 
metals now required for jet en- 
gine manufacture.
